CJAD inter- 
viewed Goldenblatt on Monday, and 
some members of the executive ac- 
companied by the Blood Drive 
cheerleaderettes appeared yester- 
day on the Jimmy Tapp Show on 
CFCF-TV. The opening ceremonies 
will receive full press, radio, and 
TV coverage, and on-the-spot broad- 
casting at tlie clinic has . been pro- 
mised by CKGM and others. - 

Yesterday, when the Blood Drive 
appointment booths closed for the 
day, they had collected over 1,200 
applicants. Roz Dixter, Vice-Chair- 
man of this mammoth undertaking, 
said that although she 'had hoped 
for more, this number exceeded 
any pre-enrollment of previous 
years. 

One important reason for the 
booths, she added, was to inform 
every student, whether or,, not r,he 
wished to make a definitefappoin 
ment, that Blood Drive was coming. 
This aim, she said, had l>een achie- 
ved. 

Open Arms 

However, appointments are defi- 
nitely not necessary if you wish to 
give blood. Roz emphasized the 
fact that any and all students com- 
ing to the clinic will be welcomed 
with open arms. 

Last year's Drive broke all re- 
cords with an all-time high of 
3,205 pints, a 14 per cent increase 
over the figure for the previous 
year. With a greater number of 
students presently attending Mc- 
Gill, and consequently a greater 
number of students over the age 
of 18, or capable of obtaining their 
parents' permission to give blood, 
the Blood Drive Committee is ex- 
pecting an ever greater effort on 
I Uiè'part of the student body.

Says Kingsbury 
Not Quite Right 

Dear Sir, 

I read with Interest the ar- 
tide "Education without Iectu> ' 
res" by Donald Kingsbury in 
last Friday's Daily. One or two 
points are worthy of comment 
I feel, especially in connection 
with the purpose and aims of • 
University Education. 

It would appear from the ar- 
ticle and Incidentally from what 
I have observed elsewhere in 
Science and Engineering depart- 
ments, that if a student can re- 
peat in the examination, room 
exactly what has been told to 
him in the lecture room during 
the year, this person will pass 
the examination with flying 
colours, say above^:80%, and he 
hailed as a gobdriinlversity stu- 
dent In the article It is sug- 
gested that, the pass mark be 
raised to close to 100%. If one 
accepts that a university educ- 
ation should be designed to pro- 
duce people who can learn facts 
up to 100% efficiency, all wc|l 
and good. In my opinion a uni- 
versity attempting this would 
be a very poor one. You might 
just as well do your degree by 
correspondence at home. 

Surely a university education 
should teach one to be a think- 
ing person at>out many subjects 
and in particular the one that 
one has chosen to follow as one's 
main course. Therefore I sug- 
gest that a university should 
design its educational program 
to do lust this. 

Do not do away with lectures, 
because personal contact is a 
very important factor in putting 
across new ideas and stimulating 
a young mind. In the lectures, 
present the basic principles of 
the subject and give references 
to other more specialised points 
which the student must look up 
for himself and understand by 
applying the basic principles. 
Set examinations in which a 
student is examined on whether 
he has done- exactly this, by 
posing questions on the paper 
about which jhe student has to 
do a ' little, thinking,' and not 
jost chunilout'page so and so 
of a given text book. Put in a 
general essay paper about his 
subject to see if he has a grasp 
of the field as a whole.

^'We must change our way of life from a negative and mate- 
rial one to a positive and spiritual type/' declared Paul Stark 
Seeley, a 'member of the Christian. Science Board of Lectureship. 



Sceley, a resident of Portland, 
Oregon, lias! lectured on Christian 
Science throughout the world. He 
received his BA at Princeton, his 
LL.D. at Harvard and Is a mem- 
ber of the Bar In New Yoric and 
Oregon. 

Spealtlng on "The' Origin and 
Power of Thought", Seeley said 
that the basis of life Is constructi- 
ve Idea. But where does this idea 
come from? Definitely not from 
the '"idea factories" set up by tho 
hundreds In the US, emphasized 
Seeley. 

He went on to say '"Man is not 
endowed with the ability to make 
thoughts. He can merely discover 
and utiUze them." He said that 
"Something" makes - ideas and 
gives them power. Not even the 
great genii of the world are ca- 
pable of originating thought. 
Magic Wire 

To emphasize bis point, Sceley 
reminded his audience that Morse's 
first message across hhi "magic 
Wire" was "What hath God 
wrought?!' He then remarked on 
Einstein's statement that of him- 
self he could do nothing. Sven 
Jesus said "I can of intae own 
self do nothing". ' 

Therefore, he continued, there 
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must be a boundless intelligence 
above al| else which emanates 
these ideas. He put forth the sup- 
position that there could be five 
million inhabited planets, averag- 
ing a population equal to that 
of Earth, three billion people. 
It would, he pointed out, take an 
Infinite mind to supply all these 
thoughts. 

Yet if tills limitless mind, God, 
continually sends good thoughts 
throughout the world, where, ask- 
ed Seeley, does evil come from? 
He pointed out that Jesus, being 
the most intelligent man, alone 
could understand and defeat evil. 
War and strife, he said, come not 
from Intelligence but from a God' 
less,Veyll{inind.i
